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HOW TO GET 

THE MOST FROM YOUR PIPE 
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The general care of pipes is usually well appreciated 
by the majority of smokers, but we feel that the reiteration 
of some hints on pipe maintenance would be helpful. 

As pipes are bought partly for their appearance, this 
can best be preserved by carrying the pipe in a cloth bag 
to protect it agamst scratches and chips This also saves 
the pockets from dust. 

Empty the bowl immediately after smoking to prevent 
foulness. Holding the pipe by the bowl tap it smartly 
on the palm of the hand Do not knock it agamst hard 
surfaces nor hold it by the mouthpiece 

Scrape the bowl occasionally to remove too thick a 
deposit of carbon Ideally, about A inch crust should 
be left. 

Clean the stem regularly with a pipe cleaner Do not 
clean a pipe with water or steam. 

When taking the pipe apart the whole of the mouthpiece 
should be held in the palm of the hand and with a gentle 
easing motion remove from the bowl. 

The stem of the bowl is the most fragile part of the 
briar and when removing or replacing the mouthpiece 
any use of force is liable to split the wood.
